New York, April 0.— A World dis- 
patch from London says: "The positive 
statement came to your correspondent 
from it leading financier of the city (the 
monew-muking part of London) that 
England lias concluded a treaty of alli- 
ance with Spain. His final message was : 
' Within ten days Europe will be startl- 
ed with the official announcement of this 
fact.' I quoted to my informant the 
statement in the New York papers 
reaching me yesterday, that the Wash- 
ington government had received a semi- 
official intimation from the British min- 
istry that England would approve of the 
recognition by the United .States of (Ju- 
lian belligerency. 

"His reply was that exactly the con- 
trary is the case ; that in the first place 
the Salisbury ministry is disposed to do 
anything it can, with safety and in 
reason, to check the pretensions of the 
American government to interfere in 
either West Indian or South American 
affairs, particularly in the West Indies, 
where Great Britain herself has moBt 
interests; and that, secondly, Spain by 
this treaty has made important conces- 
sions to England, in return for more or 
less active support of Spain in her con- 
flict with the Cuban rebels. 

" f can furnish no further details of 
this alleged treaty than that, according 
to my informant, it will include giving 
to Great Britain the right to harbor and 
relit her fleets in the Mediterranean 
ports of Spain, The harbor of Carta- 
genia is one of the linest on t he Mediter- 
ranean and would shelter the entire 
British navy. The importance of an 
Anglo-Spanish alliance to Great Britain 
is obvious. Neither Gibraltar nor 
Malta — England's only two ports on the 
Mediterranean — is capable of either har- 
boring or refitting a fleet; but with both 
the Italian and Spanish ports 
thrown open to the British navy, 
the French fleet at Toulon would 
he at England's mercy and Russia could 
hardly make a junction from the Black 
Sea with the ships of her French ally. 
Such are the apparent reasons why 
Grent'Britain should wish to make an 
alliance as above indicated. Jt would, 
moreover, leave her in safe possession of 
Gibraltar. Time alone (my informant 
says less than a fortnight) can show if 
the statement above is founded on actual 
facts. I would not cable it to the World 
had I not very great confidence in my 
authority ami in his unquestioned op- 
portunity to know the facts if they have 
extended beyond the Foreign Oflice to 
the money centres of the British Em- 
pire." 

CUBAN RESOLUTIONS. 

The U. S. House of Representatives Adop 
the Motion Passed by the Semite— What 
Will UiegPresident Do ? 

Washington, April ti. — The house of 
representatives has adopter! the senate 
concurrent Cuba resolutions by an un- 
official vote of 244 to 27. The official an- 
nouncement fully confirmed the state- 
ment of the unofficial vote, no change 
whatever being shown. The vote on the 
resolutions was taken in the shape <>i a 
motion to adopt the conference renoit, 
showing that the conferees bad agreed 
to the senate resolutions. The resolu- 
tions being concurrent do not need the 
approval of the President, but will be 
sent to him to-day by the secretary of 
the senate. 

Senor Delome, the Spanish minister 
here, was too busy to-day to receive re- 
porters wishing to ascertain what he 
proposed to do as a result ol' the action 
of the House in adopting the conference 
report upon the resolutions. Probably 
his course will depend entirely upon the 
attitude to be assumed by the Preeident 
on the subject. The course of the latter 
is purely a matter of speculation. Since 
the transmission to Congress last Feb- 
ruary of the corresppondence relative to 
Cuba, much matter has accumulated at 
the department of state bearing on the 
later phases of the struggle. 

For prudential reasons these reports 
have been withheld even frotu Congress 
stud so it is not possible .to learn whether 
or not the facts as set .out therein are 
such as to warrant any change in the at- 
titude towards the revolution which the 
President had assumed and d alined in 
his .annual message to congress. The 
tests lu; laid down in the beginning 
which the revolutionists must fulfil re- 
main unchanged so far as can be gather- 
ed. Relative to the extension of his 
good offices towards bringing about in- 
dependence it is entirely possible that 
the President may find it within bis 
inclination and disposition to move in 
that direction as far ua he can do so with 
safety.

Opinion that Cleveland Will Allow 
the Cuban Resolutions to Re- 
main 'Unacted on. 



Friendly Settlement of the Bound- 
ary Question Considered Certain 
—Cecil Rhodes' Whereabouts. 



London, April 17. — The Daily News 
says in an Editorial : " Tho Cuban reso- 
lution of the United States congress 
will probably rest where it is forever. It 
is a good thing that it is passed because 
this gets it out of the way of the lire- 
eaters on either side of the Atlantic, 
and secures for it the privacy of the 
archives of the state department." 

A dispatch to the Times from Caracas 
says that a friendly settlement of the 
Venezuela boundary question is consid- 
ered certain. 

The Times also has an editorial which 
comments on the foregoing gratifying 
news, and says, " very little additional 
knowledge is contained in the documents 
published yesterday." 

The Standard's Berlin correspondent 
says: " Herr Saare, wiio was sent to 
England and America by the German 
starch producers association to inquire 
as to the favor Bhown in England to 
American in preference to German starch 
gootls, reports that the main cause is not 
the better quality, but the cheapness 
owing to the great concentration of the 
American starch industry. He advises 
the German manufacturers toco-operate 
to form a single association, unless they 
arc content to bo completely beaten out 
of the market. 

The telegraph lines have been restored 
at Buluwayo, and Hon. Cecil Rhodes, as 
to whose whereabouts and safety some 
uneasiness has been felt, telegraphs 
from Salisbury that Gwelo is safe and 
that the road is now open. 

A Paris dispatch to t he Standard says : 
The impression is steadily growing that 
the Bourgeois cabinet is within meas- 
urable distance of its end. Its revolu- 
tionary tendencies and its diplomatic 
blunders have met. with the disapproval 
of Russia. Therefore M. Bourgeois' 
position is extremely complicated and 
difficult. 

At the opening of the Snowdon Moun- 
tain railway an accident happened to 
the gear. The automatic brakes saved 
the carriages with their passengers. 
The engine broke away and fell 
over a precipice, killing the driver. 
The stoker jumped and escaped. 

The Chronicle announces that a Brit- 
ish general, probably Sir Redvers Buller, 
the adjutant-general, will lie sent in the 
autumn to conduct operations in the 
Soudan.

Marriage of the Ex-President of the United 
States to His Lnte Wife's Niece. 

New York, April 6. — The marriage of 
Mrs. Mary Lord Dimmick and General 
Benjamin Harrison was solemnized at 
St. Thomas' church this afternoon. Dr. 
Wesley Brown, the rector, officiated, 
and the ceremony took place in the 
presence of relatives ami select friends 
of the contracting parties. The church 
was decorated with lilac and ascension 
lilies arranged in exquisite taste by Mrs. 
Dimmick herself. 

The bridal procession formed in the 
following order : Mr. E. F. Tihbett, Mr. 
Daniels and Mr. Ransdell, ushers; Mrs. 
Dimmick and Lieutenant Parker pro- 
ceeded to the chancel, where General 
Harrison, accompanied by his best man, 
General Tracey, received the bride. For 
the march, Dr. George William Warren, 
organish of the church, played a bridal 
chorus from Lohengrin, and during the 
entire ceremony he played very softly 
Mascagni's intermezzo from Cavallerta 
Rust i can a. 

Immediately the benediction was pro- 
nounced Genera: and Mrs. Harrison, 
Lieut. Parker, and Mr. and Mrs. Penchet 
walked down the aisle to the strains of 
the Tannhauser march of Wagner, and 
entering carriages they were driven to 
the residence of Mr. Penchet, where 
light refreshments were served. 

At 7 o'clock General Harrison and his 
bride left the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Penchet in Gramercy Park and entered 
a close carriage. In a second carriage 
were Lieutenant and Mrs. Parker and 
General Tracy, and in the third Mrs.

Ottawa, April 7.— (4 a.m.)— The house 
ot into committee on the remedial bill 
early yesterday afternoon. At three 
o'clock this morning only two sub- 
clauses of clause 4 had been passed. 
Evidently an all-the-week sitting has 
been entered upon. The Conservative 
members have been divided into relays, 
and a new batch went on duty at 1 am. 

The supplementary estimates were 
promised for yesterday (Monday), but 
until the Speaker resumes the chair it 
will not be possible to present them. 
The impression prevails to-night and 
ministers give currency to a report that 
the house may possibly sit. continually 
through the week. 

The government has received a cable 
message from the Colonial Secretary, 
expressive of Her Majesty's grateful 
appreciation of the offer made of the 
Eighth New Biunswick hussars for 
active service in the Soudan. In view 
of an intimation from the Canadian 
government, however, that it is not ad- 
visable for the regiment to leave Canada 
the offer of course is merely taken as an 
expression of patriotic and imperial feel- 
ing. 

It is understood that at a meeting of 
the Liberal party held yesterday morn- 
ing it was decided not to offer anv 
factious opposition to the remedial bill. 
The only ones who, it is said, reserved 
to themselves the right to take their own 
course on this question were Messrs. 
Casey, Mulock, Martin and Charlton. 

The annual report of the experimental 
farms as usual is replete with informa- 
tion relating to the work of the farms. 

The census of Manitoba will be taken 
in a few weeks, this being essential un- 
der the law to determine what increase 
of subsidy Manitoba is entitled to ac- 
cording to population. 

Mr. Mara will call the attention of the 
government to the obstruction to navi- 
gation by the bridge across the Kootenay 
river at Fort Steele, and will ask what 
action the government proposes to take 
with a view to compelling a bridge with 
forty-foot span to be erected. 

The state of feeling among wheelmen 
created by the re-enactment of the old 
regulation governintr tourists' bicvcles 
brought into Canada is evidently realized 
by the Department of Customs. Your 
correspondent spoke to Controller Wood 
on the subject, and learned from him 
that the cause of the change was 
due to the heavy loss sustained 
by the revenue last year, owing 
to the dishonesty of certain parties. 
The department at the present time is 
framing regulations to meet the case of 
bona fide tourists. Members of the 
League of American Wheelmen are to be 
peimitted to bring their wheels into 
Canada free of cost provided, however, 
that the wheel shall leave by the same 
port. This change meets with the ap- 
proval of the American League and will 
do away with the obnoxious regulation 
which now requires the payment of duty 
when a tourist brings his wheel into 
Canada.

Among the ingoing 
prospectors was French l'ete, the origi- 
nal locator of the famous Tread well 
mine, and who, on one occasion, walked 
the entire distance from Kam loops to 
the mouth of the Yukon. J. J. McDon- 
ald, of this place is leaving for Alaska, 
where he expects to get sufficient gold to 
give him a competency. 

F. S. Roper, inspector of contagious 
diseases, has just completed an official 
tour through Nanaimo and district. Ih; 
reports that the cattle are all in excel- 
lent health and in every cr.se entirely 
free from contagious disease. 

W. R. Roberts, the well-known jeweler, 
Green block, died quite unexpectedly 
from heart failure. He was U4 years of 
age last January and has been a resident 
of Nanaimo about seven years. He was 
a native of Norfolk, England, and leaves 
a widow. He was a demitted member 
of Toronto lodges of Masons and Odd 
Fellows. 

The Umatilla is loading coal at De- 
parture Bay. 

NEW DENVER. 
(From the Ledge.) 
f5 A large force of men is working on the 
contract at the Mountain Chief cross 
cutting and has already driven about 
150 feet. 

The William Hunter is loaded with 
passengers on every trip to the foot of the 
lake now, and handles lots of freight 
as well. 

There has been a big strike of ore on 
the lower tunnel of the Enterprise, con- 
sisting of two feet of clean ore. The 
ore ia said to he exceedingly rich and of 
fine appearance. 

CARIBOO. 

(From the B. C. Mining Journal.) 

About the best staying prospecting 
company in this or any other country is 
the Big Bonanza company on lower 
Lightning creek. Work was commenced 
by this company in 1870 and has been 
prosecuted more or less continuously 
ever since. They have been taking up 
about two feet of bed rock and two weeks 
ago the rock began to go off and [rood 
prospects were got, as high as .$1.05 to 
the pan. About three weeks ago one of 
the fortunate owners, Mr. James Craig, 
while trying a pan from the face, which 
is 350 feet below the surface, picked up 
a splendid specimen of a tooth, belong- 
ing probably to some extinct animal or 
bird, at least no one on the claim ever 
saw its like. It is about three inches long 
and its gum end about Flinches witle 
by inch thick, and, what appears to 
be curious, it is not petrified nor appar- 
ently discolored, and from its looks 
might have been taken from a skull that 
had been lying just a year or so. 

On the upper end of Lightning creek, 
Murray and Petrin are in 2<10 feet with 
a tunnel at about a quarter of a mile be- 
low and on the same side us Dunbar 
Flat. They feel confident they have a 
good thing before them. 

The South Wales company, whose 
wheel is dependent on Amador creek, 
have been unable to do anything for two 
or three weeks, the cold snap having re- 
duced the water so that it will no more 
than hoist an empty bucket. 

Over $700 in dust has been bought so 
far by merchants from Indians and Chi- 
nese, the results of work on the Thomp- 
son, and done in a very primitive man- 
ner. Fifty dollars was brought in by 
one old Indian this week. It was taken 
out about five miles below Ashcroft. 

Messrs. E. and J. Bradley and Bardo 
at their tunnel in the Hough and Ready 
claim on Perkins gulch expect ere lone 
to be able to report some big wash tips. 

The Slough Creek company are work- 
ing two shifts in their drain tunnel. 

Gus Lange is busy with a crew of men 
getting in provisions to his claim on 
Dragon creek and getting everything 
ready to hydraulic as soon as the snow 
besrins to melt. 

Men on foot with packs on their baek 
are beginning to go up the road in con- 
siderable numbers. 

It is reported that the Chinamen en 
route to the Horsefly took possession of 
the teams and caused the teamsters to 
vacate the premises.

"KILLING THE PARTY." 

Nothing to Warrant the Claim That the 
Adoption of the Remedial Bill Will 
Prove Disastrous. 

(From the Montreal Gazette, March SO.) 

One claim of the Conservative papers 
in Ontario which have broken away 
from the government on the remedial 
bill issue, is that the passage of the 
measure will kill the party. There are 
localities, no doubt, in which the oppo- 
sition to the bill is so strong as to im- 
peril the chances of election of any can- 
didate who supports it. That is an un- 
fortunate state of alliiirs, of course, and 
in more senses than one. It indicates 
the existence among many people of an 
antipathy towards the Roman Catho- 
lic church that blinds them to 
their higher duties as citizens, 
and leads them to disregard the 
plain meaning of the constitution. We 
have the same class of people in Quebec 
whose earnestness takes them into ultra 
Catholic attitudes, which neither the 
Church nor its thoughtful pastors ap 
prove. With us these peoole are in a 
minority whose influence bears but a 
small proportion to the noise they make 
and the vigor with which they set forth 
their views. They do not decide ele 
tions, except in isolated instances which 
do not affect the general result. The 
government of the country would be 
next to impossible were the situation 
otherwise. 

While the majority of the Canadian 
people are Protestants, the preponder 
ance in numbers is not very large. Of 
the 4,883,000 people in the country, at 
cording to the last census, 1,9112,017 were 
Roman Catholics. The percentage was 
58.79 of Protestants and 41.21 of Roman 
Catholics. Could the zealots on either 
side set two such bodies in opposition 
regular government would become next 
to impossible. Most fortunately, at 
tempts to brine about such a situation 
have always failed. They have failed 
among Protestants as well as anion 
Catholics. The common sense of most 
has asserted itself at the critical time 
It did so to bring about Confedera 
turn. It did so to defeat the anti 
Catholic school movement which Con 
servatives managed in Ontario. It did 
so to overthrow the bastard religious 
and race crusade which Liberals for 
it time conducted ill Quebec. It did so 
to nullify the misnamed Equal Rights 
Agitation which won temporary atten- 
tion both in Ontario and Quebec. There 
is in the history of the past warrant for 
believing that the equally unjustified 
opposition, in some quarters, to th 
principle of the Remedial Bill will also 
fail to accomplish anything serious. 

The government is not acting becau 
it loves Roman Catholic schools, or be- 
cause it would prefer to interfere in a 
province's affairs. It is because it con- 
ceives that the constitution lays a duty 
upon it to preserve to the minority in 
Manitoba privileges held for twenty 
years, and guaranteed on the faith of th 
country. There is in such a position 
nothing to warrant the claim that to 
carry it to its conclusion will destroy the 
party. There is, rather, when the past 
is remembered, reason for saying that 
the adoption of any other course won li 
be to destroy the party. In all re 
ligious struggles it is the moder- 
ate men who win in the end. It is t< 
the moderate men that the government 
appeals in the attitude it has assume 
They are not strife-makers. They do 
not draw attention to themselves by 
their noise, They do not offer insult to 
the accredited delegates of the Canadian 
people. They do not even hold conven- 
tions. They do go to the polls. They 
will vote for peace and for order. They 
always, in every country, defeat the 
demagogues in the end. It is the sup- 
port of these the government is direct 
ing its policy to obtain. Those who ac 
(•use it of smashing the party are them- 
selves the smashers. They wish to an- 
tagonize 41 per cent, of the papulation 
without doing anything to win the ap 
proval of the remaining 59 per cent.

— It is more than 
thirty years ngo since the provincial gov- 
ernment cut a trail from Yalo through 
this country to the then famous Wild 
Horse placer mines. The trail ran in a 
zig-zag direction, keeping a little north 
of the American line. As they ap- 
proached die Culumhia they found two 
streams tumbling down the mountains 
towards the river. The contractors 
cleared the trail along the shortest of 
these streams and called it Trail creek 
the other they called Sheep creek. Tht 
hill which may be said to be the 
source of both creeks they called Red 
mountain. From Red mountain to the 
Columbia is about five miles in a direct 
line, but the creek itself meanders so 
that it must be twelve miles long. A 
railroad is now in process of construc- 
tion from the Columbia to Red moun- 
tain, and, owing to the elevation it has 
to climb, that railroad lias a course so 
tortuous that it has to run fourteen 
miles to cover a space of live. 
.Those builders of the Dewdney trail 
were the lirst white men that ever 
waked the echoes of those hills and 
mountains. Prior to that Nature or 
the Indian reigned supreme in these 
mountain fastnesses. Perchance an ad- 
venturous hunter or a trapper 
may have penetrated these wilds, but 
it seems as if the densely wooded 
glens and valleys and the forest-clad 
slopes and mountains must have been 
impenetrable to all save the savage 
beast or the still more savage men. To 
the trail builders this deep valley must 
have been a glorious Bight, with its 
mountain torrent clearing its way to the 
broad Columbia, with its dense forests 
and pine-clad hills and mountains, and 
above all a glorious sky, bluer than that 
of sunny Italy; but far more varied and 
fickle in its moods. 

These lirst visitors left hardly a trace, 
save a narrow trail and a name for the 
creek. They must have noticed a pecul- 
iar mineral formation here, for they 
called Red mountain from it, and un- 
doubtedly they did work on a mineral 
which was located thirty years later by 
a French Canadian named Oliver Rar- 
deau. He called his claim the Lily May. 
This was in 1889. In 1 890 lie returned 
to Trail creek with his partner, Hoover, 
and a miner named Joe Morris, who was 
employed to do assessment work on the 
Lily May. All three located the llome- 
stake, and some kind angel inspired 
Morris with the thought o'J locating 
claims on the side of Red mountain. He 
secured Joseph Liusheway as a partner 
in these locations, and together they 
staked out the Centre Star, Le Hoi, War 
Eagle, Iron Mask, Idaho and Virginia. 
It is no exaggeration to say that this 
ground covered by these locations is 
seamed and honeycombed with veins of 
the richest gold-bearing mineral ever 
yet discovered by man. That was the 
beginning of Trail Creek, and it began 
only si:: short years ago. 

The trials and doubts and hopes and 
fears of these pioneers ot this wonderful 
camp would make as wild and thrilling 
a story as any ever penned by Balzac. 
Having located, they had to journey to 
Nelson, and for the $15 which paid the 
recording fees of the six claims they 
gave away the Re Roi to E. L. Topping, 
These pioneers weie all French Cana- 
dians, and Topping was the lirst Ameri- 
can who appeared upon the scene. He 
came to see his purchase, ami he sampled 
the ore and had it assayed. Topping is 
a New Yorker wdio began life as a sailor, 
and whom some chance stroke of fate 
stranded on the Pacific slope. He had 
the keen instinct of the New Yorker for 
business, and, convinced of the future 
of this district, he abandoned his Ameri- 
can nationality and became a subject of 
Her Majesty, in order that ho might 
locate 320 acres of desirable land at the 
junction of the Trail river with the 
Columbia. The town of Trail is now 
building, growing and booming on this 
very land. There, too, a magnificent 
matting plant is already engaged re- 
ducing the ores mined in the camp, and 
so far developments have more than 
justified the expectations of the 
denationalized New Yorker. This 
country deserves well of Topping, 
lie it was who formed the Le Roi 
company. It consisted of .Judge Turner, 
Colonel Peyton, and a group of well 
known Spokane lawyers. But a mine 
is not opened up in a day, and it took 
live years of struggle, of disappoint- 
ment, and almost of despair before the 
Le' Koi became a dividend paying mine. 
It is otherwise now. The Le Roi com- 
pany is a group of happy, jubilant and 
successful men. And the mine itself, 
within the next decade, will add 
$20,000,000 to the world's supply of gold. 

At a depth of -lot) feet the Re Koi has a 
vein of ore sixty feet wide. Twenty feet 
will run $100 in gold and copper to the 
ton, and forty feet of it will run $'25. A 
plant is being put in which will enable 
the Le Roi to mine and ship 500 tons a 
day. The underground showing of ore 
is so great that I am informed, on the 
best authority, that when the new plant 
is completed and the developments in 
progress made the Le Roi and pay 
$160,000 amonth in dividends. A nd this 
property six vears ago changed hands 
for $15! 

Alex. Tarbort of Butte and Oliver 
Durrunt of Spokane were the next 
Americans interested in thee A nip. They 
bonded and then bought the Cent-r 
Star and Idaho for $25,000. This was 
in 1S92, and years of vicissitudes fol- 
lowed this purchase. Both men felt 
that great things would follow de- 
velopment in the camp, so they 
bonded the War Eagle, Iron Mask and 
Virginia for $14,500, paying ten percent, 
down, but when the time for complet- 
ing the purchase came they were com- 
pete. 1 through want of money to forfeit 
the bond. Nobody had much faith in 
the camp then. The wise-acres shook 
their heads and talked about the low 
grade ore and its refractory character, 
and men like Tarbert and Durrantcould 
not induce -capital to invest in either the 
War Ragle or Centro Star. Both men 
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control the latter mine still, and are 
about to receive the reward of their en- 
terprise and foresight in the possession 
of a mine probably equal to the Le Roi. 

The War Ragle was the worst haw ked 
about prospect in the West. Three 
times it was bonded and forfeited, until 
finally it got into the hands of practical 
mining men. Morris and Bushewuy 
sold it for $15,000, and the sale included 
the Iron .Mask and Virginia. In March, 
1898, a well known and talented mining 
engineer, made an examination of the 
district, and on his report the Josie was 
bonded for .$12,000. But when U ic pur- 
chaser examined the property and 
sampled the ore and had it assayed, lie 
became thoroughly disgusted, discharged 
a'l the miners he had put to work, and 
sold all supplies. Loring assumed the 
bond and paid the disgruntled miner 
what lie had expended in the 
operation, and now Loring is 
growing rich and prosperous, for 
the Josie is shaping itself out 
into an exceedingly rich mine. It is 
only fair to add that the gentleman who 
threw the bond of the Josie over on 
Frank Loring came back to the camp 
the year following and is now one of tiie 
principal owners of the War Eagle, 

The War Eagle, since it started under 
the new management, has paid peri- 
odical dividends of $50,000, and I under- 1 
stand the company is about to expend 
$100,000 in a matting plant. Early in 
1895 Colonel John M. Burke came to 
camp. His arrival gave new life to tl 
camp, for as a mine operator he stands 
alone. He has no peer in diagnosing a 
prospect, and he soon became convinced 
that the Trail mining district would 
most surely leave all other camps in 
America behind. He bonded the Creat 
Western and Golden Chariot and form- 
ed a company which subsequently 
bought the property. The surface of the 
Great Western claim is most desirable 
townsite, and this property is likely to 
be of enormous value from a real estate 
point of view. This claim lies east of 
the Centre Star. West of the Le Roi are 
a series of claims through which the 
veins of the War Eagle and Le Roi seem 
to pass. It was at lirst thought that the 
rich ore was confined to Red Mountain, 
hut the development of the Jumbo, 
which is at the base of Spokane mount- 
iin on the west side of Sheep creek, 
shows conclusively that these veins 
extend west of Red mountain. The 
Le Koi and Josie, the Evening and 
Eureka, the California Pilgrim and 
Woneta, the Black Bear and the Giant 
are all claims in line with the rich veins 
that have made the Josie, the War 
Eagle and the Le Roi famous. These 
veins have been traced thiough them, 
but development is needed to show their 
value. 

On the east of the Le Roi, War Eagle 
and Josie are the Centre Star, Iron 
Mask, Idaho, Nickel Plate, Virginia, 
Iron Horse, Columbia, Kootenai, Great 
Western and others. Only the other 
day the Iron Horse sold for $75,000, and 
this sum could not purchase any of the 
others. John Moynahan, the superin- 
tendent of the LeRoi, and an excellent 
mining authority, tells me that the Co- 
lumbia and Kootenai will rival |the Le- 
Roi as gold producers. The truth is, 
wherever development is made on the 
locations east and west of the central 
claims there has been no failure to find 
pay ore.

FORTY-SIXTH DAY. 

Monday, April 0, 1896. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 

Mr. Forater presented a petition from 
Dr. G. L. Milne against the proposed re- 
newal of the charter of the New West- 
minster and Vancouver short line rail- 
way, as against the interest of the LSur- 
rard Inlet & Froser valley railway and 
the localities to he served by it. 

Mr. Kitchen introduced a bill " for 
the protection of beea." Head a first 
time. 

Hon. Mb. Eberts introduced a bill 
" to amend the small debts act 1S95." 
Read a first time. 

Ma. Swoiin moved for a return show- 
ing all particulars of the sum of $8,714 
entered in the Public Accounts as mile- 
age paid to members for the vear end- 
ing 30th June, 1895. Agreed to. 

Du. Walkk.u moved for a return show- 
ing the number of leases of placer min- 
ing ground in the district of Omiueea. 
the names of the holders of such leases, 
and, if a company, the number of leases 
they hold, and the names of the in- 
dividual members of such company. 
Such return to embrace all leases or con- 
cessions in Omineea in placer mining 
leases to 3lst December, 1805. Agreed 
to. 

Ma. Helmcken asked: 1. How many 
notices to register absolute fees under 
the land registry act have been sent out 
of the office of the Victoria city land 
registry during the period from 
1st November, 1891, to date? l'. How 
many notices of refusal to register 
mortgages or other incumbrances or 
judgments have been sent out of the 
office of the Victoria city land registry 
from 1st November, 1894, to date? 
3. How many mortgages, charges, or 
other incumbrances or judgments has 
the registrar at anv time refused to can- 
cel during the period from 1st November 
1894, to date?. 

Hon. Mb. Turner answered: 1. 105. 
2. 100. 3. No Mortgages or judgments, 
but he has on many occasions, the num- 
ber of which cannot be ascertained, re- 
fused to cancel charges. 

The message of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor transmitting for amendment the 
bill of this session respecting the Ash- 
croft A Cariboo railway, was considered 
in committee, Mr. Booth in the chair. 
The amendments proposed are to per- 
mit of the road being narrow guage ; 
providing against forfeiture of the 
charter; and giving authority for amal- 
gamation with other roads. In the 
absence of Hon. Col. Baker from whom 
explanation of the amendments was do- 
sired, the committee rose and reported 
progress. 

The house went into committee on the 
Cariboo Gold Fields Co. bill, Captain 
Irving in the chair. A long discussion 
took place on an amendment proposed 
by Mr. Forstar prohibiting the employ- 
ment of Chinese on the works of the 
company. 

Hon. Mb. Poolev pointed out that the 
company are asking for no new priv- 
ileges, but simply for the consolidation 
of a number of leases upon which they 
have already Bpent a large sum of 
money. He thought it would be very 
unfair indeed, after they had put their 
money into the country under laws plac- 
ing no restrictions upon the labor to be 
employed, to take this opportunity to 
say to them that they must not engage 
any Chinese labor. 

bit. Walkem, after several members 
of the opposition had argued in favor of 
the restriction, said he believed that a 
number of these gentlemen employ Cliin- 
ese upon their farms, and send their 
laundry work to Chinamen, and yet 
while in private they are quite ready to 
make use of Chinese labor, in public 
they talk a lot of clap-trap about mak- 
ing everybody else employ only white 
men. 

After further discussion the amend- 
ment was adopted on division. The 
committee rose and reported the bill 
complete with amendments. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved the second 
reading of the succession duty bill. This 
is to overcome a difficulty which has 
arisen as to the meaning of the act of 
last year, it being held, for instance, that 
in the case of an estate of $30,000 divided 
amongst live or six near relatives each 
of them might claim the $5,000 exemp- 
tion intended to apply only to the whole 
estate. The tax has therefore been re- 
arranged, and to make desired amend- 
ments in this and other respects the bill 
provides : 

2. Sub-section (:t) of section l (if the 
" Succession duty act, 18SM," is hereby re- 
pealed, and the* following is substituted 
therefor: 

••(:;.) Provided that property passing un- 
der a will, intestacy or otherwise, to or for 
the use of the lather, mother, husband, 
wife, child, grandchild, daughter-in-law or 
son-in-law of the deceused shall be charged 
with duty at one-half the several aforesaid 
rates." 

" 3. The minister of finance, in his discre- 
tion upon application made by any execu- 
tor or administrator, or by any person en- 
titled to a future estate or interest, may 
commute the interest which would, or 
might but for the commutation, become 
payable in respect of such I'm are estate or 
interest for a certain sum to be presently 
paid, and for determining thai sum shall 
cause a present value to be set upon such 
duty, in the manner provided tor comput- 
ing the value of future interests by section 
8 of the principal act. 

"I. (1.) Where by reason of the number of 
deaths on which property has passed, or of 
the complicated nature of the interests of 
different persons in property which has 
passed on death, or from any other cause, 
it is diffic jit to ascertain exactly the amount 
of succession duty payable in respect of apy 
property or any interest therein, or so to 
ascertain the same without undue expense 
in proportion to the value of the property 
or interest, the minister ol (inancc, on the 
application of any person accountable for 
any duty thereon, and upon his giving to 
him all the information in his power re- 
specting the amount of the property and 
the several interests therein, ami other cir- 
cumstances of the case, may, by way of 
composition for the duty payable in respect 
of the property or interest, and the various 
interests therein, or any of them, assess 
such sum on the value of the property or 
interest as having regard to the circum- 
stances appears proper, and may accept 
payment of the sum so assessed in full dis- 
charge of all claims fur duties in respect of 
such property or interest, and shall give a 
certificate of discharge accordingly. 

"(2) Provided that the certificate shall not 
discharge any person from any duty in 
case of fraud or failure to disclose material 
facts." 

Bill read a second time. 

The house went into committee, Mr. 
Hunter in the chair, on the bill to amend 
the revenue tax act, making the can- 
nery proprietors responsible forcolleet- 
ing'this tax from the fishermen working 
for them. Bill reported complete with-

out amendments, read a third time and 
passed. 

The bills respecting the consolidation 
of the Antler Creek and Lightning Creek 
mining leases were read a second time.

Mr. Helmcken moved the second 
reading of the trustees and executors 
bill. Motion agreed to. 

Mb. Macpfierson moved the second 
reading of a bill to amend the mechan- 
ics' lien act. 

It transpired that part of this bill had 
been taken bodily from that introduced 
by Mr. Helmcken earlier in the session 
and which had received the six months 
hoist; and the second reading accord- 
ingly stood over until the Speaker de- 
cided whether or not the bill was in order.

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

Appeal Issued by Cardinals Gibbons, 
Vaughn and Logue in Behalf of a 
Permanent Tribunal. 

Baltimore, April 0.— Cardinal Gib- 
bons yesterday gave out the following 
appeal for arbitration instead of war, 
Bigned by himself and Cardinals Vaughn, 
of Westminster, and Logue, of Ireland. 
The document is the result of a corres- 
pondence upon the subject between 
Cardinal Gibbons and his colleagues, 
whose names are affixed to the appeal, 
and is issued on Easter Sunday because 
of the appropriateness of the day. The 
appeal is as follows : 

" An appeal by the American, Irish 
and English cardinals in behalf of a 
permanent tribunal of arbitration. 

"We, the undersigned cardinals, repre- 
sentatives of the Prince of Peace and of 
the Catholic church in our respective 
countries, invite all who hear our voice 
to co-operate in the formation of a pub- 
lic opinion which shall demand the 
establishment of a permanent tribunal 
of arbitration as 'a rational substitute 
among the English-speaking races for a 
resort to the bloody arbitrament of war. 

"We*are all aware that such a project 
is beset with practical difficulties. We 
believe they will not prove to be insuper- 
able if the desire to overcome them be 
genuine and general. Such a court ex- 
isted for centuries when the nations of 
Christendom were united in one faith, 
and have we not seen nations appeal to 
that same court for its judgment in our 
own day? 

" The establishment of a permanent 
tribunal, composed mostly of trusted 
representatives of each sovereign nation, 
with power to nominate judges and um- 
pires, according to the nature of the dif- 
ferences that arise, and a common ac- 
ceptance of general principles defining 
and limiting jurisdiction and subject 
matter of such a tribunal, would create 
new guarantees for peace thai could not 
fail to influence the whole of Christen- 
dom . 

" Such an international court of arbi- 
tration would form a second line of de- 
fence, to be called into requisition only 
after the ordinary resources of diplomacy 
had been exhausted. It would at least 
postpone the outbreak of hostilities un- 
til reason and common sense had formal- 
ly pronounced their last word. This is 
a matter of which constitution and pro- 
cedure must be settled by governments. 

" But, as governments are becoming 
more and more identified with the as- 
pirations and moulded by the desires of 
tbe people, an appeal in the first in- 
stance must be addressed to the people. 

" Wo do not hesitate on our part to 
lift up our united voice and proclaim to 
all who are accustomed to barken to our 
counsels, that it is a sign of a divine in- 
fluence at work in their midst, when 
' Nation shall not lift up sword against 
nation; neither shall they learn war 
any more ' (Isaiah ii :4), for it was writ- 
ten of a future time 'Come ye and be- 
hold the works of the Lord, what wond- 
ers He hath done upon the earth, mak- 
ing wars to cease, even to the end of the 
earth.' (Psalms xlvi :9.) 

" Others may base their appeal upon 
motives which touch our worldly inter- 
ests, your prosperity, your world-wide 
influence and authority in the affairs of 
men. The Catholic church recognizes 
the legitimate force of such motives and 
blesses whatever tends to the real pro- 
gress and elevation of the race. But our 
main ground of appeal restB upon the 
known character and will of the Prince 
of Peace, the living founder, the divine 
head of Christendom. It was He who 
declared love for the brotherhood is a

ami beautiful india muslin printed in 
rrocli a way that it looks like n mass of 
differently colored thistle down all juiu- 
bleri together. It is fiiser aurl more trans- 
parent thau organdie, and a hundred 
times asstroug. There is a curious stun' 
called shadow, which looks exactly like 
thti best taffeta silk and i.s to bo used for 
fancy waists. It is very firm and really 
beautiful. It must bo some kind of mix- 
turo of fine cotton and flax threads. 

French popliu is seen very often ill 
various designs, such as plaids, stripes 
and some of it is printed in pretty rococo 
flgurings. Foulards are among the new 
spring wools. These are rather stiff, bat 
make up into very effective and service- 
able dresses. Brown grounds have bright 
greou, red or white polka dots, soiuo 
times largo and sometimes no larger 
than pin heads. A cream white foulard 
has dark blue dots about half an inch 
in diameter. There is no end to tho va- 
riations wrought in the mohair goods. 
They are plain, flue or coarse weave, 
brocaded, printed or striped. They give- 
excel lent satisfaction. There is a fancy 
grass liuon with rough little loops over 
tho surface, and this is called cactus 
cloth. Some of tho grass linens cost as 
high as 4-1 per yard. Where thero is an 
elaborate pattern in embroidery outlined 
with gold braid it costs up to $!) a yard. 
Tho others aro more reasonable, and 
when tastefully uiudo are fully as hand- 
some. 

I do not think there is ns much silk 
worn in the streets as there used to bo. 
Ladies prefer tho soft and quiet woolens 
as a general rule, but for receptions and 
visiting, where tho calls aro ceremoni- 
ous, the (.-owns can ho as costly as tho 
owner's purso can buy with propriety. I 
saw ik superb visiting costume made of 
a splendid quality of peuu de soio in a 
rich slate gray. The skirt whs made 
With a short tiain, and all around the 
bottom and up the front breadth there 
was an applique embroidery in brown j 
velvet studded with black jot bonds. 
The pattern was a tiger lily with foli- 1 
age. Down each side of the front 
breadth was a panel of plaited orange 
velvet. The belt and stock wero of the! 
same, and so were tho inset plaits to 
match. There was a little more of tho 
embroidery on tho lower part of the 
front of the waist, and another spray 
between the shoulders joining tho 
stock. Thero was a bonnet to match 
this gown of plaited velvet, tho brim 
faced with mandarin velvet. On each 
side, beneath tho plaits, thero were two 
black plumes curled backward, and on 
the top there stood a sort of stiffened 
bow of the velvet. Tho wholo bonnot 
was strewn with jet bonds in stripes. Tho 
sleeves wero largo gigots stiffened with 
crinoline.

Tho slippers aro of white kid with 
small bows. The caps aro of muslin 
with (milled borders and strings. The 
veil in of tulle, net or tarlatan, and is 
thrown back from the face. Button boots 
may be worn by Episcopalians. 

In tiro way of accessories thero are 
some dainty little devices called muffs. 
Thoy have ribbons to go around the 
necks and ribbons, lace and fiowors on 
the muff until one can scarcely sec the 
material of which it is made. 1l is, how- 
ever, generally of velvet or plush.

A Vigorous Defense by tho Countess 
Norralkow. 

From tho beginning of tho proseut 
century tho change in tho relative posi- 
tions of tho sexes has been very notice- 
able, until today they take their places 
side by sido in almost ovory walk of 
life. In former times man sot tho stand- 
ard of morality for the sexes. This was 
in keeping with tradition, but now that 
tho idols of the past have been shattered 
should wo not begin to look for a social 
and moral readjustment? This is nc 
longer essentially man's world, for 
woman has gradually encroached on his 
domain till her aspirations have become 
a burning question of tho day. Sho can 
no longer bo suppressed. Sho will there- 
fore have to bo recognized. Sinco she 
stand 

speels.it is not just that sho bo com- 
pelled to livo up to ono codo of morals 
while ho adopts another. 

Tho constitution of hnmnnity de- 
mands equal rights for the sexes. Wom- 
an's natural purity carries with it an 
elevating influence which often reacts 
on the opposito sox through closor asso- 
ciation in tho daily activities of lifo. It 
has been noted that in offices and public 
institutions where community of in- 
terest necessitates constant and closer 
contact between mon and women tho 
atmosilieie becomes greatly purified. 
Men become more careful of their lan- 
guage, appearance and manners. 

False ideas of morality aro tho real 
vampires which aro sapping society to 
its ruin. Sex relations cither make or 
mar a community morally, and thoy 
should therefore be founded ou princi- 
ples of mutual purity and identity of 
ideal. This can only be accomplished 
through an intelligent understanding of 
tho divine purpose of existence 

Do women, while boasting of their 
superior virtue as a class, over stop to 
think that overy moral indiscretion on 
tho part of each man involves a still 
greater degradation ou tho part of somo 
Woman? Tho excuse of "feminine weak- 
ness" will not hold, for this very attri- 
bute i.s in all other respects woman's 
real strength. What stronger shield can 
woman have than simple virtue? While 
I havo no sympathy with tho conven- 
tional ostracism and persecution of wo- 
men who have strayed from tho straight 
and narrow path, yet if tho malo par- 
ticipants in their sins wero held equally 
accountable thero would bo somo justi- 
fication for tho harsh treatment now 
meted out to tho victims alone. 

Alleged physiological reasons aro com- 
monly assigned in palliation of mascu- 
line misdeeds, but a subterfuge, to be 
effective, mast havo a basis in fact. Tho 
ranks of virtuous bachelorhood and the 
celibate orders of the world afford too 
many splendid examples of physical and 
mental health to justify the assertions 
of those who would degrade men to tho 
animal level.

Three big Oriental steamships are due 
to arrive here this week. The first ex- 
pected, the Empress of Japan, will, it is 
thought, arrive to-day ; the second, the 
N.P.E. steamship Strathlevin, will be 
due this evening; and the 0.

The last mentioned comes 
from the Orient via Portland, and her 
next port of call after leaving here will 
be Honolulu. 

AMERICAN VISITORS.
